For day s ou r citizens hav e been on 
the qu i v iv e for news an to the p robable 
time of arriv al of the brav e boy s of Co. 
G. and the bu lletins hav e been eagerly 
watched 
Yesterday it was ascertain­ 
ed that the comp any wou ld 
tart from 
Sp ringfield early this morning, and 
last night a meeting wa.- held in the 
cou ncil room- to p erfect arrangements 
for their p rop er recep tion. This morn­ 
ing early ou r city began to p u t on her 
tinest holiday attire, and ney er hav e 
o.ir streets been so gorgeou sly decor 
ated. 
All the p u blic bu ildings, h a lls 
and hotels, were cov ered more or less 
comp letely with liags and bu nting, and 
the business hou ses and many of the 
residences along the line of march 
were p rofu sely decorated. 
First street 
and Galena av enu e were a p erfect 
blaze of color, dazzling to the ey e, and 
each firm seemed to 
v ie with ail 
others in the 
tastefu l 
elaboration 
of design. Some o f the grou p ings were 
v ery elegant, and all were worthy ex - 
nibitions of enthu siasm.
